This  past  year,  Hinds  AHS  was  about  the 
business  of  becoming  a  gleam  in  the  Utica 
and  surrounding  communities.  Her  negatives 
were  minimized;  her  positives  were  highlight- 
ed; and  her  sense  of  quality  education  was 
idealized.

Hinds  AHS 
incorporated  Senate  Bill  #2239  into  her  dis- 
ciplinary procedures,  started  developing  a 
School  Improvement  Plan,  raised  her  grad- 
uation requirements  from  twenty  (20)  to 
twenty-three  (23)  Carnegie  Units,  utilized 
Cyberstar  and  Plato  as  means  of  improving 
academic  achievement,  updated  the  Technol- 
ogy Plan,  and  broke  with  many  of  the  tra- 
ditional practices  in  the  classrooms.  More 
hands-on  and  performance-based  activities 
were  generated  as  well  as  was  more  com- 
munity, business,  and  parental  involvement. 

Overall,  Hinds  AHS  met  the  challenge  of 
educating  the  total  person  by  providing  those 
activities  and  circumstances  that  are  essential 
to  producing  prosperous  students  and  pro- 
ductive citizens.  It  happened  all  because 
everyone  worked  hard  at  "Putting  the  Plan 
Together".
